Now York, May 22.— By a combinar 
ttaa of lood luck and avlaBdld aalllng 
aaainies the new cup Tstfht Rollanco 
Tbursdar Inflicted such a defeat on 

tbe former cup defender ColumMa as 
It never had suffered, leading It over 
the finish line of a 26 mile course off 
Olon Goto by 14 minutoi and 43 sec- 
onda, oiBclal time. 

Not all of the glory of the victory 
was fairly (>firned by the new boat. If 
It bad Won there would have been no 
doubt that tbe Reliance would be the 
n«it cup defender. But, despite the 
Columbia's ill luck, the Reliance con- 
vincingly showed itself to be tbe bet- 
ter boat. It had defeated the Cohim- 
bia nearly eight minutes in a broad 
reach of 11 miles In fluky breezes, de- 
feated it one mlnuto and 16 seconds 
ninninc free for three miles in a 
steady 12 knot breoze and 4 nilnutea 
and 16 seconds in an 11 mile threnh to 
windward close hauled in a 15 knot 
sonthweater. This timing is unofficial 
and allows for BoUaaea St aaeaadt ad- 
vantage at the start. When the Reli- 
ance crossed tbe finish line the Colum- 
bia was miles astern. 

The first leg of Thursday's race suf- 
ficed to derelop surprising drifting 
Qualities In tlM BeUaaqji* Oaly onee 
in tbe whoia race ill tke Columbia 
gain on tbe Reliance. 

The race was an exasperating start 
and a flying finish. The course was 
trlaagvlar 11 miles along tho Long is- 
Jaad ifore. three mllea aerosa the 
sound and 11 miles to the finlah line. 

There was not more than a two 
knot breeze when the starting gun 
waa fired at 1 : 55 o'clock.

IndiaoopoUs, Ind.. May 22.— A heavy 
storm swept over Indiana Thursday 
afternoon between 8 and 4 o'clock. 
Wire service baa been almost para- 
lysed and damage to buildings and 
crops will reach many thousands. 
Buildings were struck by Bghtalag 
and boraad and thero were some nar- 
row escape* by fleeing occupants. 
The principal daaMgo waa doa* by 
lightning. 

At Lebanon, Ind., trees were blown 
down, oatbulldings deatroyod, tho wire 
service paralysed, aad no oonmunl- 
cation can be obtained with tbe sur- 
rounding country to ascertain the ex- 
tent of the damaRe. 

The roof of tho Perkins hotel, the 
largest la Lebanon, was torn <M aad 
there were several narrow escapee 
from death. The new street car bams 
were blown down and wlndowt broken 
In all parts of the town. 

At BIwood, Ind., the storm did dam- 
age to the amount of $20,000. Three 
bama wore struck by lightning and 
bomed. Tho new car bams being 
built by the Union Traction Co. were 
destroyed by fire caused by lightning, 
and tbe large barns of George Abbott 
were burned. Two miles south of the 
city the bam of Anthony Chamnesa, 
with all its valuable contents, was de- 
stroyed by fire after being hit by a 
lightning bolt. Pour men and a boy 
who were in the bam when it was 
struck were stunned and carried out 
before the bam root tell In. The ma- 
chinery and grain atored In the bam 
were burned. 

At Ciawfordsville there was a high 
wind, but no damage except to shade 
trees. No Uvea have been reported 
lost

Washington. May 22.— Postmaatar 
Qeneral Payna Thtiraday alght, la dla- 
cusBing the big defldeaoy la tha fraa 

delivery service, said: 

"It is reprehensible for a bureau 
officer to have a deficit of $200,000 
roUed up on th* lat of May. A bureau 
officer should not incur a d«flclt with- 
out consulting the postmaatar gen* 
eral. I can not stand for that kind 
of administration and I do not ap- 
prove of it. I do not say that there 
was anything criminal or anything 
wrong in Mr. Machen's aotl<m. I ba-. 
lleve, however, that congress will 
quickly vote the money to cover the 
deficiency." 

Mr. Payne said that Mr. Machen. 
the general superintendent, would b* 
given an opportunity to b* heard oa 
the subject. 

Superintendent Machen, when told 
Thursday night of the postmaster gen- 
eral's criticism about tbe free delivery 
deficiency, said there had been no In- 
tention on bis part to decelv* hla do- 
part mental superiors. He said: 

'1 forwarded to Mr. Wynne at the 
close of April a statement of the de- 
ficit then existing. These figures were 
on routes already esUbllshed. Tbe 
figures for routes to be establlahed oa 
May 1 and May 15 and June 1 and 
June 16 had not been then put on the 
books by the bookkeeper. Therefore, 
the deficit of $20,000 was not a mis- 
representation of the actual condition 
of the appropriation at that tlni*. 

"I should have asked congress," 
added the free delivery superintend- 
ent, "for a larger sum than $600,000 
which was voted on at the last session 
for the preeent fiscal year. The pres- 
sure for more roral routes waa very 
strong and I yielded to It beyond what 
the aijpniprlatlon really provided. The 
same thing has been done in years 
gone by and congress has always read- 
ily voted the money necessary to make 
up the de ficit."

We RRstd the polkie Into the back yards 
of the city to inspect and report, while 
the street gutters are clogged with dirt 
and the street cleaners, with a broom 
that never sweeps clean either when old 
or new, merely stir the dust, so that it 
will scatter over tho sidewalks or fall on 
the passeraby.

The Water Company has been refusing 
water to sprinkling companies, and the 
Tramway Company has been trying to 
buy out its oompetitova. The ati RR t rail- 
way is one of the largest Stockholders ip 
the Tramway Company. 

A tew mild rules and regulations would 
remedy all the trouble. To keep down 
the dust the first necessity is to keep the 
streets clean ; not partly clean a part of 
the time, but clean all the time. 

Oa the well paved streets with fire hy- 
drants this is not difficult. 

Along the lines of street car, with the 
city owniflg the Watar Company, nothing 
is easier than to sprinkle the Streetp. and 
it is a crime agafnst the public health not 
to do this. 

The proper utilization of their resources 
by the city authorities and the co-opera- 
tion of ttiose citizens who have the facili- 
ties for watering their own streets, would 
greatly promote the health and comfort 
of those citizens who have to llYR la Lou- 
isville all the summer.
